According to some statistics recently 
presented to a meeting of cattle im- 
porters at Liverpool there has been a 
very substantial growth in the cattle 
trade, especially in regard to iniporta- 
tiori from the United Statea The in- 
crease has been something enormous, 
and has occurred within a few months, 
instead of by slow accumulations. In 
1875 only 702 cattle were imported, 
while in 1878, up to the commence- 
ment of December the number was 

■ 60,000. The total for the year would 
'probably reach 500,000, or, including 

' sheep and pigs, not far from 130,410 
animala It is noticeable also, especial- 
ly during'''tfi^pasti'year, Ihit importa- 
tions of cattle from the Dominion have 
largely increased, and there are pros- 
pects tliD.fc they will bo still greater 
next season. There is no reason why 
a profitable trade in cattle should not 
be carried on between Canada and the 
mother co untry.': ^ '

I , . The two American petroleum ex- 
perts who were engagnd by the Chinese 
Government to visit that country and 
test territory in the island of Formosa, 
where indications of petroleum have 
been discoTered, have returned, in 
broken health, to Titusvillo, Penn. 
They took M-ith them two complete 
well rigs and all necessary machinery. 
Terrible hardships were endured dur- 
ing the journey to the petroleum region. 
Oil was found at 400 feet. The well 
could be drilled no deeper. The drill 
passed through nothing but soapstono 
the entire distance. The \rell yielded 
five barrels of oil a day. It is of very 
light gravity, the color of amber, and 
can be ussd as it comes from the well, 
without refining. The Chinese oil ter- 
ritory is entirely diflerent from all 
known petroleum regions in every re- 
spect. If it is developed, it will prove 
important and valuable to the Chinese 
Government, and may have an eSect 
on itlie petroleum tiade of America.

He generally takes 
animals for his subjects — lions, pan- 
thers, 'stagS) '^hareB,^ horses— and his 
skill in modeling the forms in various 
attitudes is so great that it gained him 
a medal at the Salon of 18G1. The 
State has also purchased many of his 
marbles and bronzes. One of the most 
remarkable things related about Vidal 
is that he can judge/not only'of his 

'own; work,' but also that "of others, by 
the touch, as was proved by a recent 
Tisit to the Universal Exhibition,

Dr. Hamilton, of Now York, who 
has recently returned from London and 
Paris, made the following points with 
regard to what ho had seen: With re- 
gard tqistreetroleaning. Dr. Hamilton 
said thai' in liondon proper and "in the 
difforentVContinental cities the system 
is moet^perfect, although in London 
there are many back streets and alleys 
that are very dirty v.-ith street mud. 
Covent, Garden Market is probably in 
a worsiB condition than - aiiy-'mM'ket in 
New York over has been. The street 
and pavements are littered with vege- 
table and animal refuse. The same 
state of things is noticeable at Billings- 
gate Fish Market. The Surrey side of 
London is especially dirty and the 
drainage very; bad.; ■ ,;At the time of Dr. 
Hamilton's visit to this quarter there 
was a great deal of popular excitement 
over the outbreak of sinall-pox at Dept- 
ford. Many houses on this side "of the 
river have pig.styes in the back-yards, 
and altogether, Dr. Hamilton said, the 
condition of the place was such as ho 
did not expect to find in London. Dr. 
Hamilton said he believed the reason 
why the streets of London and the 
Continental cities were kept so remark- 
ably clean is because ashes and gar- 
bage are removed early in the morning. 
Ash-boxes and ash-barrels on the streets 
are unknown there, and ashes and gar- 
bage are kept in back -yards until the 
carts come along to remove them. On 
the Strand in London is a cor[>s of boys 
whoso duty it is to keep the street con- 
stantly free from the dirt accumulating 
during tho traffic of the day. In Paris 
there is a sluice-way at the side of tho 
curb each block or two, by which the 
gutters can bo flushed at any time. In 
Brussels the streets are so clean and 
the corps of street-cleaners is so largo 
that the pavements arc almost clean 
enough to dine from. In addition to 
the system of street cleaning. Dr. Ham- 
ilton believed that a principal reason 
for the cleanliness of these cities was 
the almost perfect condition of tho 
street pavements. These are oven and 
well laid. In London, however, the 
authorities are making the mistake of 
laying wooden pavements in streets 
where there is heavy traflic. The 
sewage of London is perhaps better 
than in any other city except Paris. 
Most of the sewage is collected and 
carried to a distance from the city, and 
is used as a fertilizer. In one place 
there is a reservoir, into which tho 
greater part of the sewage is pumped 
and stored, and sucli of it as flows into 
the Thames enters the river at a point 
below the city. Tho authorities are 
very strict in preventing people from 
throwing anything into tho river. An- 
other advantage possessed hy London 
is that there is an abundance of small 
dwelling-houses. The tenement system 
is little known there, although ^in the 
old city there are many houses each oc- 
cupied by a large number of families. 
Such tenements as exist in London are 
greatly inferior to those of New York, 
as they are buildings which are one or 
i^wo hundred years old, and which, hav- 
ing been formerly the residences of rich 
people, have decayed, and been turned 
over to the poor. It is a peculiar thing 
about these London tenement houses 
that they may be met with in some of 
the best private or business streets, or 
in tho courts running out of these 
streets. Almost all of . the houses in- 
habited by the poorer classes are own- 
ed by very rich persons, and these peo- 
ple seem to be desirous to preserve 
the public health by keeping their pro- 
perty in repair and in good condition. 
Tliero is no necessity for people to live 
in poor houses in London, for the small 
dwellings, which are very comfortable, 
may be rented for from SI 2 a month 
up, and those in the suburbs are made 
easily accessible by London's system of 
rapid transit. Drawing conclusions 
from what he observed in Paris and 
London, Dr. Hamilton said that if 
the problem of ash and garbage collect- 
ing wore solved in New York- as ib has 
been solved in those citiesjiriNew'York 
would bo one of the healthiest cities in 
the world. New York's system of 
street-cleaning and sewage are also in- 
ferior to those of Paris and London. 
He believed, however, that the '•block'' 
system of cleaning the streets was a 
good one, and would greatly improve 
the condition of the city. New York's 
sewage should be disposed of in a hot- 
ter manner, and there should bo some 
plan to prevent the contamination of 
the rivers. There should be fev.'or 
discharging sewers, and there should be 
a system for collecting the offensive 
parts of the sewage. This could be 
separated by mechanical means. Dr. 
Hamilton would not recomtnend the 
collection of sewage in a reservoir, as is 
done in London, because it is not ne- 
cessary here. New York is well adapt- 
ed to drain itself, having a ridge of 
rock running through the' centre of the 
island and there being a slope on each 
side. A grand idea would bo to intro- 
,duce the London system of small dwell 



"Winter Treatjiisnt of Poultry. — 
A correspondent, addressiag ns on 
this subject, says in brief that each 
fowl ought to produce 160 eggs a year; 
that in tho winter warmth is indispen- 
sible; that the 'fowls must have sonio 
of the food they find at other seasons 
when at largej that thoy must have 
plcnty'^f ; rpom in'their house, and it 
and the laiing. boxes kept clean; that 
thoy must bo fed with corn, barley, 
oats, have a bo.x of sand, oyster or clam 
shells pounded up, or old mortar, or 
bones dried and pounded fine; that 
mashed boiled potatoes and corn-meal 
are excellent; that fatty matter of any 
kind,' fresh beef, or pork scraps, etc., 
must form a portion of their diet; that 
hens are fond of vegetable matter dur- 
ing winter and will eat cabbage, etc., 
and that they must bo kept free from 
vermin, which nearly always follows 
cleanliness. In case, however, vermin 
still make their appearance, there is 
nothing so effective in removing them 
as rubbing the top of the head, under 
tho wings and upon tho back with lard. 
Those suggestions have been made bo- 
fore, and all who desiro complete suc- 
cess, and of course satisfactory profit 
from poultry raising, must adopt them.

admiiiistration to tbe country. Put- 
ting aside all personal views, I bad giv- 
en tho programme my approbation, 
for 1 was sacriticing no principle to 
which conscience commanded me to re- 
main faithful. To-day the Ministry, 
thinking to respond to the opinion of 
the majority in tho two Cliambers, pro- 
posed to me, in regard to high military 
commands, sooao general measures 
which I think coiitrary to the interests 
of the army, and consequently to those 
of the country, I cannot subscribe to 
them; any other Ministry taken from 
the majority would impose upon me 
the same conditions, I consider my- 
self therefore bound to shorten tl^s .de- 
ration of the mandate which the Na- 
tional Assembly confided to mo, and I 
therefore" tender my resignation. In 
quitting power I have tlie consolation 
of thinking that during tho 53 years 
I devoted to the service of my country, 
either as a soldier or citizen, I have 
never been guided by any sentiments 
other than honor and duty and abso- 
luta devotion to my country. I re- 
quest you to communicate my decision 
to theiChambers.

How France is Hoflningr tho Oruol- 
tios of tho Quilloti&o. 



That the Republic is progressive and 
humanitarian in its tonilencles i.s, I 
think, jiroved by at least one Into act 
of the Governiiunit, tho appointment of 
a eommis.sion to modify certain pro- 
visions of tlie Criminal Code relating 
to capital punishment. Since tho dou- 
ble execution of Barro and Lieboz, in 
August last, public opinion among the 
better classes has imperatively demand- 
ed the diBcontinuanco of public execu- 
tions and the adoption of tho English 
and American system. The commis- 
sion has reported a set of rules and reg- 
ulations which, when adopted, as I sup- 
po.se they will soon be, will put an end 
to ono of the most frightful ainuso- 
monts of Paris. E.^ecutions have grad- 
ually become less dramatic and specta- 
cular than of old. Then there was a 
sort of pomp, of deliberation and cere- 
mony about them. Now they are hur- 
ried,- rude and bald — butcheries, not 
sacrifices. The guillotine is set up 
within 20 paces of the prison, so there 
is no ghastly royal process of crime 
through tho streets. It stands on tho 
flagstone, so there are no steps to 
climb. On a principle of sham and sel- 
fish humanity the prisoner is left in utter 
ignorance of tho day an. I hour of his 
doom; is even encouraged by his jailors 
to anuiae himself and to hope for re- 
spite or pardon till the fatal morning 
arrives. Then, half mad with sudden 
horror and despaii', lie is accorded a 
short shrift and a glass of brandy, his 
hair cropped, is pinioned and inarched 
out by gendarmes to meet his last ac- 
quaintance, M. Rocli, city lieadsinnn. 
Within 20 minuter, from tiio time the 
man is awakened the whole thing is 
over. It is said that scarcely two min- 
utes pass between his appearance un- 
der the archway of the prison entrance 
and his being carted off to the cemetery 
and tiic washing down of the guillotine. 
The Place la Roquetto will jienceforth 
lose much of its ghastly character and 
all of its interest for Piirisian roughs 
and roystering young swells of the 
Lord Tom-Noddy order, A few weeks 
ago hundreds of men of both these 
classes remained all night before the 
prison and in cafes near by to witness 
the execution at 5 o'clock in tho morn 
ing, but had their viigil for their pains, 
the criminal having been almost unex- 
pectedly roprieved, Tlio rage of the 
disappointed crowd, expressed in yells, 
imprecations and threats of serving La 
Roquette as their honored forefathers 
served tho Bastile, had something to 
do in hastening the reform which bet- 
ter and wiser people are rejoicing over 
to-day. The guillotine is quite too 
handy a thing to have about in Paris. 
It is no longer painted blood red, but 
dark green, but it is the same old rapa- 
cious monster, the same instrument of 
implicable vengeance as ever, so prompt, 
BO swift, so silent, so sure, so horribly 
suggestive and inciting. It is time to 
bani.sh it to the innermost court, and 
to hide its deadly work as much as pos- 
sible from the eyes of this people. It 
is proposed, under tho new arrange- 
ment, to quite dispense with the cere- 
monies peculiar to parricides. Hither- 
to they have been veiled in black, pre- 
senting figures of ray.storious awf ulness, 
blindly struggling in the hands of their 
executioners, showing more terror, as 
well as, exciting moro .horror, than all 
other .criminals. Formerly the parri- 
cide's right hand was severed from his 
body before his head, but that part of 
the punishment has been done away 
with for some years. So wo get on 
slowly, but suroly, toward the better 
time. ,

General B. F. Butler delivered a 
highly interesting address the other day 
at tho gi-eal dairy fair in New York. 
After citing statistics already publish- 
ed with reference to tho extent of the 
dairy industry. General Butler said 
that it could be mo.st profitably carried 
on where the land is largely subdivided 
into separate ownerships, and that the 
aggregation of" great amounts of land 
is at once unprofitable to the " holder 
and disastrous to a country and its 
peojile. In support of tiiis propo.sition 
he compared 

THE CONDITION OP FRANCE, 

Which, by reason of her .system of 
small properties, had in 1867 and 1868, 
bp,forfl Goi;tnpny stripped her of 5,580 
square miles'pf territory, leaving her 
with only 201,900 square miles and 
imposed upon her a loss of 2,000,000 
inhabitants, with that of this country, 
in which Texas alone had 237,231 
.square miles. Yet the product of wheat 
in France was, in ,1868, 350,000,000 
bushel.s, while for the same year the 
total product of tho United States was 
only 240,000,000 bu.shels. This coun- 
try sent to England in 1SG7 only 4,- 
000,000 huiidreil weight of wiieat, or 
or about 89,000,000 wortli, while 
Frimee in tho same year sent to Eng- 
land $11,000,000 wbrtii of butter. In 
18G0, Franco produced 230,000,000 
bu.shels of oat.s, against our 170,000,- 
000; 70,000,000 bushelsof rye, against 
our 20,000,000 ; 00,000,000 bushels of 
barley, against our 1 2,000,000 ; and 
32,0d0,00bl)iish(!lsof buckwheat, against 
our 12,000,000. Franco then had 4,- 
000,000 of horses and mules, against 
our 4,250,000;' 12,000,000 of neat cat- 
tle, against our 13,000,000; 30,000,000 
of sheep, against our 24,000,000; and 
6,000,000 of swine, against our 16,- 
000,000. In ISO 6, Franco exported 

as .much in value 
Of eggs to England as this country ex- 
ported of bacon and hains, then one of 
our chief exports to all the world. 
Without an opi)ortunity to examine the 
agricultural production of France, Gen- 
eral Butler went on, it would hardly 
bo credible that a country with a 
territory so small as to give only three 
and a half acres of land to each inhab- 
itant could vie in all agi-icultural pro- 
ducts that go to make up the necessar- 
ies of life, save cotton and tobacco, 
with a nation like ours, which gives 
more than fifty acres to each inhabi- 
tant. The common idea that the peo- 
ple of France are poor was not true, 
for in 18G8 her imports were §679,- 
000,000 and her exports, $581,000,000, 
while the imports of tbo United States 
wero only §381,000,000 and tho ex- 
ports 8441,000,000, of which $72,000,- 
000 were gold and silver and §163,- 
000,000 of unmanufactured cotton, 
leaving only §206,000,000 as the jiro- 
duct of our agricultural and manufac- 
turing industries for export. In 1876, 
after the war, exclusive of gold and 
silver, France imported §732,000,000 
against .§533,000,000 by the United 
States, and exported §804,000,000, 
against §545,000,000 by the United 
States, leaving France 

A SURPLUS OP I'ROKIT, 

Since she has no foreign debt to pay, of 
§70,000,000. The entire taxation of 
France was a national one. Together 
with the revenues, it amounted in 1868 
to §403,000,000, whil& that to this 
Government alone, exclusive of State 
taxes, was §405,000,000, which, being 
based on fifty per cent, k'ss product of 
trade and industry than in France, is 
really fifty per cent, gi-eater on the in- 
dustry of this country than was im- 
posed on that of Franco. In France 
8,000,000 families are of the industrial 
and working classes, and live in the 
country ,-.and 3,000,000 live in towns. 
This insures an equal distribution of 
property among the bulk of the popu- 
lation. Th^rs. ar^fneaily^^ .6,()o6j000 
houses, and most of them are freeholds, 
belonging to their occupants. There 
arc 5,500,000 distinct properties, 5,- 
000,000 of them lieing less than six 
acres. 

THE SECRET OP IIER PROSPERITY, 

Then, is the thorough cultivation of the 
soil. Two-thirds of the entire area is 
under actual cultivation, "-But how 
is a minute division of land to benefit 
the dairy industry]" General Butler 
concluded, "I pray leave to give one 
fact in answer to that. England is the 
best customer that either Franco or the 
United States has for those articles, 
and in tho year 187G, England bought 
of our butter §2,565,000 worth, and of 
our cheese $12,824,000 worth, while 
England bought of France the same 
year §18,672,000 worth of butter." 

Curious Facts About tho Flasruo. 



[From Nature] 
The last volume of Medical Reports, 
issued by order of the Inspector Gen- 
eral of Customs in China, contains a 
contribution of considerable interest to 
our knowledge of the geographical dis- 
tribution of disease. The notes we re- 
fer to, which are by Mr.' E. Rocher, of 
the Customs Service, prove that, the 
plague exists in China, and that it has 
in late years spread over a larger area 
than is generally known. They also 
show that the disease did not, as some 
believe, entirely disappear between 
1844 and 1873, and it is thought by no 
means;_improbaVle that it may, have 
passed from Yunnan to Mesopotamia 
or Persia. In Yunnan the disaaso is 
known as Yang-tonze, and is believed to 
have been originally imported from 
Burmah. When that was it is im- 
possible to determine, but sinco the 
commencement of the civil war it has 
S2)read over the whole pi'ovince, deci- 
mating the population. There is one 
fact which inclines Mr. Rocher to think 
that the epidemic is owing to exhala- 
tions from the soil, viz., that those ani- 
mals which live in tho ground, in 
drains, or in holes, are tho first to be 
attacked, and this is particularly notice- 



able with rats. , Ajj soon as these ani- 
mals are ill they leave their holes in 
troops, and, after staggering about and 
falling over each other, drop down dead. 
The same phenomenon occurs in the 
case of other animals, such asbuftaloes, 
oxen, sheep, deer, pigs and dogs; all 
are attacked, but the dog less severely 
than the others. When these phenom- 
ena appear it is not long before the 
disease spreads to man, and, knowing 
this, the people do what they can to 
guard themselves against it. They be- 
gin to purify their houses by lighting 
fires in every room, and in certain 
towns they abstainVfroni pork. Mr. 
Rocher give details as to the symptoms 
and course of tho disease. With re- 
gard to the track of the epidemic, Mr. 
Rocher observed a peculiar fact both in 
the north and south of the province. 
Instead of visiting every village in its 
direct line of progress it would pass 
Ronio completely by, visiting places 
near them and on both sides, to return 
to those forgotten spots several months 
afterwards, when tho epidemic would 
appear to have pas.>ied far away. An- 
other fact not less curious is that after 
having appeared in almost every ono of 
the villages scattered about the plains, 
it frequently ascends tho mountains, 
whero, among the Aborigines who in- 
habit tho high lauds, it claims many 
victims. Wo may add that Mr. 
Rocher's notes are accompanied by a 
map, compiled from private and oflScial 
ineuioranda, which shows the course 
followed by the jilague in 1871, '72 and 
'73; it was not possible, however, to in- 
clude in it the towns in the west of the 
provinco, which was at that time tho 
theatre of tho war between the Im- 
perialists and the Mahommetan rebels, 
as the information obtainable was quite 
untrustworthy, but it is certain j-,. that 
the epidemic was constantly ''present 
among the Imperialist troops. 

Afghan Tiiibes. — Perhaps the most 
lawless of all tho Afghan tribes is tho 
frontier tribe, the "Waziris, who arc 
born warriors and splendid horsemen. 
It was those men who lately lined the 
sides and summits of the mountains in 
the Khyber Pass for the purpose of 
preventing the passage of our friendly 
mission and its escort. The head-men 
of the Waziris are, it a])pears, now per- 
iodically summoned to Gabul, whence 
they return bearing handsome presents 
from the Ameer. The members of the 
tribe are, however, an astute set of fel- 
lows ; and it is not at all improbable 
that they may eventually desert Shore 
Ali in spite of his presents, in order to 
accept regular pay .from jthe Indian 
Government. For thbugli 'essentially 
fighting men, the Waziris are fond of 
inonev, and are not only dreaded by 
their neighbors for their ferocious bra- 
very, but aro likewise envied for tlicir 
wealth. They possess a famous breed 
of horses, which they have managed to 
keep very cleverly to themselves. These 
horses are distinguished by a peculiar 
curve and twist of tho ear, and are re- 
markable for their wiry, hardy frame 
and high temper. The tradition is that 
the Waziris stole the royal progenitors 
of their studs from the stables of the 
Persian Nadir Shah when he- invaded 
India ; but the Waziris themselves as- 
sort that the conqueror bestowed the 
precious animals upon thoir ancestors 
as a mark of his admiration of their 
brilliant horsemanship. They never 
shoe their horses, but ride them bare- 
hoofed, up and down the dangerous 
mountain -passes, as if they-were»-veri- 
table centaurs . and so highly do they 
prize their exclusive po.sscssion of the 
breed that they will never sell a mare, 
though a market is held periodically at 
Thul for the sale of horses.
